Arrived here last night after spend- 
ing three days on the road.

Gen. Grant used to stop and the slave 
market. They told me that they had 
not changed in 60 ears and they céer-. 

tainly did look like relics. 
i When I left Indianapolis it was show- 
ing but here the weather is finë. T 
don’t need any coat. A a 

I was given my assignment today—~ ~ | 
was assigned to a Michigan field hos- 
pital. Out of the bunch that reported 
that day I was the only one to draw 
a fieid hospital, which is. by. far the 
job in the bunch. 

Think I am going to like it here as 
the climate seems ideal except for the 
occasional terrific sand storms which 
last for a few hours and you spend 
a week geting sand out of things. 

Cotton and rice are both very abund- 
antin ‘the surrounding fields and it 
was a novelty to me to see the negroes - 
picking cotton and baling it. ‘Hacn 
bale of cotton is worth about $250 so 
you see it doesn’t take many baies to 
run up into money. 

We are situated about 250 miles 
from the Mexican border and see plen- 
ty of Greasers on the streets. The 
city has about 5000 inhabitants.
